Upkeep of War Is Costly 


It’s not the initial cost of winning a war that’s 
high but the upkeep, a study by the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board indicated recently. 


The continuing costs (as opposed to the immediate 
<osts) of the First World War, the board said, “are 
about 40 per cent greater than the military costs 
•f conflict.” The board figured the military costs at 
$31,000,000,000. 
The continuing costs of the Second World War are 
expected to exceed the total military costs of the 
First War by June 30 next year, the study added. 
The board, giving comparative figures, said the 
military costs of the Spanish-American War totaled 
$582,000,000. 
“During the 48 years ending June 30. 
1946, the continuing costs of the Spanish-American 
have amounted to $2,400,000,000.” 
The last pensioner of the War of 1812, the board 
noted, disappeared from the United States...budget in 
1947 fiscal year. 
According to a W’ar Department estimate total 
costs of the Second World War to the United States 
will amount to $700,000,000,000 by 1972. 
The board is a private research organization.

TAKE AND PUT 


During this perod 6f intensive soil cultivation to 
supply home and foreign food needs, farmers should 
devote every effort to replace those elements and 
minerals which heavy crops take from the land. Ac­ 
cording to the Soil Conservation Service, a 40-bushel 
yield of corn withdraws 60 pounds of nitrogen, 25 
pounds of phosphorous and 42 pounds of potassium 
from each acre of the field. 
One-half bale of cotton to the acre, 48 pounds of 
nitrogen, 19 pounds of phosphorous and 31 pounds of 
potassium: four-ton alfalfa hay, 183 pounds of nitro­ 
gen, 50 pounds of phophorous and 143 pounds of 
potassium: 
40-bushel oats, 35 pounds of nitrogen, 
14 pounds of phosphorous and 28 pounds of potas­ 
sium: 
1,900-pound rice, 37 pounds of nitrogen, 15 
pounds of phosphorous and 42 pounds of potassium: 
and 25-bushel wheat, 42 pounds of nitrogen, 18 pounds 
of phosphorous and 23 pounds of potassium. 
By plowing under stalks and straw, the farmer can 
return part of or all the minerals taken from the 
land. 
In South Texas the practice of cutting and 
plowing under green cotton stalks has doubled pro­ 
duction in many fields, as well as eliminating the 
menace of boll weevils and other Insects. The pre­ 
ponderance of evidence pointing to the soil-building 
benefits of turning under crop residues must not be 
Ignored.—The Dallas Morning News.

Pell^ra Prevalence 
In State Is Cause of 
Concern for Diets 


Pellogra, although not a commun. 
icable disease, is one of great con- , 
cern to public health officials in 
Texas and 
other southern states, 
according to a release to The Herald \ 
from 
Texas State Department of 1 
Health, 


The disease is caused by the lack [ 
of certain essential foods, and w it ( 
comes on slowly it may not be rec­ 
ognized until the victim begins to 
have the more serious symptoms 
such as sore' mouth, stomach trou­ 
ble and reddening and scaling of 
the skin. 


"When these symptoms appear, 
the disease has been present for 
some time,” states Dr. George W. 
Cox, state health officer. “The long­ 
er an individual has pellagra the 
harder it is to cure. It is advisable, 
therefore, to watch for' the early 
symptoms such as nervousness, in­ 
digestion and burning of the hands 
and feet, and if these symptoms 
appear, treatment should be insti­ 
tuted at once. 
In its 
advanced 
stages pellagra may become so se­ 


vere as to not only cause physical 
suffering but seriously affect the 
mind." 


Pellagra is not contagious and it 
can be prevented entirely by includ­ 
ing the right kinds of foods in the 
daily diet. 
These essential foods 
are milk, fresh meat, whole wheat 
products, brewer’s yeast and salmon, 
a swell as tomatoes and other fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 
Including 
these foods in the daily diet will 
prevent pellagra, and as in the case 
of any disease, it is much better to 
prevent it than to cure it.

Only One Security 
Number Recognized 
In Worker Payments 


Two heads are better than one, 
says the proverb, but the Social Se­ 
curity Administration points out that 
two social security numbers, like too 
many cooks, may spoil the broth. 
“When you multiply your social 
security account numbers, you stand 
a good chance of dividing your 
future benefits,'* Ralph T. Fisher, 
manager of the Abilene social secur­ 
ity office said this week in a release 
to The Herald. 
Only wages posted to the account 
of the worker involved are consid­ 
ered when a claim is filed. Unless 
the applicant can furnish a record 
of all account numbers he has used, 
some wages on which he has paid 
social security taxes will not be 
counted. 
Fisher said that every effort is 
made to combine all the worker’s 
accounts. 
Even so, In many oases, 
the amount of benefit is smaller be­ 
cause wages have been posted to 
accounts which the applicant has 
used and on which he does not have 
a record of the number.

One of my younger friends, a man 
in whom I always have had con­ 
siderable confidence, did something 
last week that caused my confidence 
to be shaken.

Soybeans Provide Protein 
To Offset High Food Cost 


High food costs make it difficult 
for the homemaker to know how 
she can get the most for her food 
dollar. 
Protein is one of the most 
essential protective elements in the 
human diet, say extension service 
nutritionists. 
Foods which contain protein — 
meats, eggs, milk, cheese—are high 
in cost, but they muist not be left 
out of the diet. 
Cheaper cuts of 
meats, meat stretchers, egg dishes 
and cheese dishes will help supply 
the body’s need for protein. 
Other 
sources of protein are soybeans, 
dried beans and peas. 
These vege­ 
tables come nearest to meat, eggs, 
milk and cheese as body builders. 
They also contain Vitamin B1 and 
iron. 
For homemakers not familiar with 
the soybean, this information is of­ 
fered: “Soybeans contain protein of 
high quality, similar to animal pro­ 
tein. 
They can be used in place of 
meat in the diet. Soybeans are good 
sources of usable iron and other 
mineral, 
such 
as 
calcium, 
phos­ 
phorus, 
as well as an excellent 
source of vitamins of the B-com- 
plex. 
Fresh, green soybeans are 
rich in Vitamin A. They are high in 
fat, and sprouted soybeans are • 
useful source of Vitamin C.”

During this peroq bf intensive soil cultivation to 
supply home and foreign food needs, farmers should 
devote every effort to replace those elements and 
minerals which heavy crops take from the land.

cording to the Soil Conservation Service, a 40-bushel 
yield of corn withdraws 60 pounds of nitrogen, 25 
pounds of phosphorous and 42 pounds of potassium 
from each acre of the field. 
One-half bale of cotton to the acre, 48 pounds of 
nitrogen, 19 pounds of phosphorous and 31 pounds of 
potassium; four ton alfalfa hay, 183 pounds of nitro­ 
gen, 50 pounds of phophorous and 143 pounds of 
potassium: 
40-bushel oats, 35 pounds of nitrogen, 
14 pounds of phosphorous and 28 pounds of potas­ 
sium: 
1.900-pound rice, 37 pounds of nitrogen, 15 
pounds of phosphorous and 42 pounds of potassium: 
and 25-bushel wheat, 42 pounds of nitrogen, 18 pounds 
of phosphorous and 23 pounds of potassium.

Only O ne Security 
Number Recognized 
In Worker Payments 


Two heads are better than one, 
says the proverb, but the Social Se­ 
curity Administration points out that 
two social security numbers, like too 
many cooks, may spoil the broth. 
“When you multiply your social 
security account numbers, you stand 
a good chance of dividing your 
future benefits,’’ Ralph T. Fisher, 
manager of the Abilene social secur- ( 
ity office said this week in a release 
to The Herald. 
I 
Only wages posted to the account 
of the worker involved are consid­ 
ered when a claim is filed. Unless 
the applicant can furnish a record 
of all account numbers he has used, 
some wages on which he has paid 
social security taxes will not be 
counted. 
Fisher said that every effort is 
made to combine all the worker’s 
accounts. 
Even so, in many oases, 
the amount of benefit is smaller be 
cause wages have been posted to 
accounts which the applicant has 
used and on which he does not have 
a record of the number. 
In rare 
instances, so much of the worker’s 
wages are. credited to these “un­ 
known” account numbers that the 
total work credits shown on the 
“known ’ account numbers are rot 
enough to make any payment pos­ 
sible. 
“Future social security benefits 
ran bes: be protected,” Fisher said,! 
“ by asking for a ’duplicate’ to re- | 
place the card which has been lost J 
or worn out. 
Remember that one 
card may not last a life-time, but 
one account number will.”

YOU CAN’T RUN AWAY 


One of my younger friends, a man 
in whom I always have had con­ 
siderable confidence, did something 
last week that caused my confidence 
to be shaken. 
I'll tell you about it. 
When the pressure in a job he has 
held for two or three years became 
too great, he quit. 
“I am going to 
pull stakes and go to another town,” 
he told me. 
“ I just couldn’t take it 
any m ore.” 
I say that my 
confidence was 
shaken. 
What I mean is this, that 
whenever anyone tries to run away 
from a crisis, a situation, a condi­ 
tion or himself, he’s doomed to fail. 
Yet every day you see someone 
who is trying to run away from him ­ 
self. 
Psychologists are very much 
interested in the roads which these 
runaways take, and one of their first 
considerations in evaluating a per­ 
sonality which is broken or unhappy 
is escape. 
You probably know that you live 
every day with a conflict raging in­ 
side yourself. 
Sometimes the con­ 
flict is subdued by a quiet sort of 
guerrilla warfare of the mind. 
At 
other times it reaches the battle 


point. 
Only rarely is there tdtal 
peace. 
When this conflict becomes too 
formidable, too threatening, you do 
the obvious thing—you try to run. 
That seems to be the thing to do, 
but often the escape is worse than 
the 
conflict—and 
more 
lives 
are 
dam aged by these escape or fight 
mechanisms than by any one thing. 
Maybe you’d like to have me tell 
you very briefly about the various 
escape routes that the mind follows 
when things get too hot. 
They are 13. 
First comes regres­ 
sion, which means to go backward, 
do childish things. 
Then comes ex­ 
troversion—that means to turn to 
excessive activity to cover up the 
conflict. 
The opposite of that is in­ 
troversion—to think excessively, to 
dodge real issues. 
Rationalization 
is to indulge in 
false thinking, while segregation is 
not to let your right iiand know what 
your left hand is doing. 


When you practice repression, you 
forget unpleasant things; and when 
you disassociate, you pass the buck. 
Sometimes you resort to conversion 
—that means to have a breakdown 
or illness in j5lace of a conflict. Dis­ 
placement is to worry over one thing 
when another is to blame, and pro­ 
jection is to attribute your owrn faults 
to others. 
Another escape is called identifica­ 
tion; that means to form phantasies. 
When you follow compensation, you 
overdo some particular thing in order 
to overcome your inadequacies. 
The final escape route is the only 
one which is wholeheartedly recom ­ 
mended. 
It is called sublimation-— 
that m eans to turn the effect of the 
conflict into some useful channel 


Soybeans Provide Protein 
To O ffset High Food Cost 


High food costs make it difficult 
for the homemaker to know how 
she can get the most for her food 
dollar. 
Protein is one of the most 
essential protective elements in the 
hum an diet, say extension service 
nutritionists. 
Foods 
which 
contain protein — 
meats, eggs, milk, cheese—are high 
in cost, but they rruist not be left 
out of the diet. 
Cheaper cuts of 
meats, m eat stretchers, egg dishes 
and cheese dishes will help supply 
the body’s need for protein. 
Other 
sources of 
protein 
are 
soybeans, 
dried beans and peas. 
These vege­ 
tables come nearest to meat, eggs, 
milk and cheese as body builders. 
They also contain Vitamin Bl and 
iron. 
For homemakers not familiar with 
the soybean, this information is of­ 
fered: “Soybeans contain protein of 
high quality, similar to animal pro­ 
tein. 
They can be used in place of 
m eat in the diet. Soybeans are good 
sources of usable iron and other 
mineral, 
such 
as 
calcium, 
phos­ 
phorus, 
as 
well 
as 
an excellent 
source of vitamins of the B-com- 
plex. 
Fresh, green soybeans are 
rich in Vitamin A. They are high in 
fat, end sprouted soybeans are a 
useful source of Vitamin C.”
